MAH, THROAT CUT, F0VHD 
BESIDE RAILROAD TRACKS; 
BELIEVED TO BE SUICIDE 


Ferdinand 
Merz, 
65, 
of Pasco. 
Wn., is believed to have committed 
suicide by slashing his throat with 
a razor and then jumping from the 
fast 
S anta 
F e 
passenger 
train 
which passed through Fullerton at 
10:20 a. 
rn ., today. 
H is body w as found shortly after 
l l o’clock by a brakeman on a 
freight train, lying near the tracks. 
H e had been dead only a short 
time. 
Authorities, working on th© case 
this afternoon, were of the opinion 
that Merz, who was identified by 
pass books and other papers on 
th© body, decided to end his life 
while a passenger on the train. 
Stepping out into the vestibule, he 
cut his throat and jumped. Blood 
w as found 
on 
the steps of 
the 
train and in the vestibule, it w as 
reported. 
Death 
did 
not 
come 
quickly, 
however. 
From 
bloodstains near 
tho 
place 
w here 
the 
body * w as 
found, 
it 
w as 
learned 
that 
he 
walked up and down the tracks 
for several feet after jumping from 
th# train and once walked Into an 
orangs grove, several hundred feet 
away. 
In tho m an’s hand was found a 
jack knife, bloody. 
A razor w as 


found further up the tracks. 
His 
throat w as cut with the razor and 
there 
were 
several 
jabs 
in 
his 
head. 
A lthough a number 
of 
papers 
w ere found on the body there was 
nothing In the way of a suicide 
note, officers said, but 
a 
will. 
dated January l l, 1929, w as found, 
leaving all of hts property to sis­ 
ters and brothers who reside in 
Pasco, Wn. 
T w o bank pass books were found, 
one on a Pendleton, Ore., bank and 
one on a Pasco bank. The balances 
$65«0. 
L iberty bonds, worth $1500, were 
found on the body and nearby, on 
the ground w as a number of gold 
coins, worth $150. 
A bible, written In German, was 
found In on© of his pockets. 
Fullerton police also are inves­ 
tigatin g a report that two 
men 
w ere seen near th© place whero the 
body w as found a few m inutes be­ 
fore the brokeman m ade his dis­ 
covery, but they are of the opin­ 
ion that Merz cam© to his death 
by his own hand, they said.

Explains Rural Problems 
Dr. Harvey 1a Eby, 
associate 
professor of education In the Uni­ 
versity of California at Los An­ 
geles and manager of the bureau 
of rural life of the California con­ 
gress, was the chief speaker of the 
day and was featured on the aft­ 
ernoon program, which attracted a 
large crowd of teachers, parents 
and workers In the association. 
“Some Problem s of Rural Life” 
was the them e of the afternoon ad­ 
dress In which Dr. Eby declared, 
"The rural question has Influenced 
our religious and cultural thought 
In a m anner th at few understand. 
Few are aw are th at such term s as 
‘heathen,’ ‘pagan,’ ‘villain, ‘churl’ 
and 'peasant* were used, in their 
original meanings, to designate the 
blae* of residence or the occupa­ 
tion of a people w ithout either dis­ 
respect for or prejudice against 
such people.” 
Dr. Eby then traced the original 
meaning of each word, citing that 
“heathen" 
m eant 
originally, 
a 
dweller on the heath or In the 
woods and finally th at even the 
word 
country, 
itself, 
w as 
from 
"counter" or “contra,"—opposite or 
in contrast to the city. 
It w as by 
means of this analysis th at the 
speaker 
traced 
the 
first 
two 
periods In the evolution of rural 
problems, the conflict between ru 
ral and urban, and came to the 
present 
period 
in 
which 
these 
terms are gradually being elimi­ 
nated. 
“ Not Far To Seek” 
‘T he cause of this Is not far to 
seek,” he explained. 
“Rapid tra n ­ 
sit, the automobile, modern means 
of 
intercommunication, 
all 
have 
broken 
up 
Isolation 
and 
have 
merged communities so th at there 
is a great mixing and intermingling 
of people. Universal education and 
constant spread of Ideas have wiped 
out these supposedly-characteristic 
peculiarities 
and 
difficulties 
be 
tween rural and urban people. 
“A griculture now Is recognised 
as a basic industry. 
It has at 
talned respectability by arriving at 
first page Importance In our met 
ropolitan dailies. 
In Its political 
aspect, 
the 
rural 
question 
has 
made and unmade U. S. senators 
and representatives and even en­ 
tered very largely into the recent 
presidential election." 
Dr. Eby then dwelt upon the 
present day deficiencies in rural 
life, citing the Impairment of soil 
fertility by Ignorant or careless 
methods of farming, by erosion and 
the reckless destruction of forests, 
Inadequate supply of skilled farm 
labor, 
poor highways, 
marketing 
methods in which the farm er's In­ 
terests are subordinate to the rail­ 
roads and the middleman, lack of 
proper health protection, overwork 
of farm women and backwardness 
of rural schools, quoting from the 
findings of the country life com­

book, “The Rural Community.”
